There is a tendency to always hark 
back to our remotest past, 
with the 
credulous feeling that the men of those 
days had been prophets who foresaw, 
us in a vision, a.I that would happen to 
us and made ample constitutional pro­ 
vision to meet it 
Yet without d etra ct­ 
ing a particle from the value of their 
work we k now that the articles of con­ 
federation of 17^1, had to give place to 
the constiution of 17^7, and that, in 
turn, has been amended fifteen times. 


This evidence of change is no sign of 
indecision, but simply an evidence of 
growth. 
Our ancestors could not pos­ 
sibly have forek nown the great surging 
! western wave of population nor could 
1 they k now* tha t the climate of the 
south and the development of the cot­ 
ton-gin and the labor conditions that 


j went with it would serve almost to 
tear apart every strand of union, nor 
could they have realized that the state 
j jealousies of the early years would

- 0 vanished by now that 
we 
scarcely have a remnant of state dis­ 
trust left. 
These thing» are here set 
forth merely to « accentuate the fact 
that vitality means change, and that 
change B simply re-adjustment to new 
conditions a s they have appeared.

Eason's 
discourse at the Baptist church last 
evening, based upon the fifth verse of 
the eleventh chapter of Hebrews. The 
fir-t point made was that Enoch, being 
human and only human, his close and 
continued companionship with God was 
attainable by any who desired it. Next, 
that our walk with God Is of precisely 
the same nature as our walk through 
life with a dearly loved earthly friend. 
The walk B the same, only the com­ 
panion is different. Next, the req uire­ 
ments of a close and continuous com­ 
panionship 
were 
canvasged. 
First, 
k nowledge. 
W e cannot long continue 
to walk with a stranger. 
So, if we 
would walk with God we must k now 
him: not comprehend him, but much 
more than k now of him. 
Secondly, be­ 
lief. 
W e must believe in our compan­ 
ion or there can be no true walk ing 
together. Belief is from a Saxon word, 
moaning to “ live b y ’'—or by live— 
be-lief. 
To live by a person you must 
believe in him —not by mere passive 
a» » ent as to hi» existence and a ttri­ 
butes, but by an active belief, trust, 
confidence in him, which goe» far to 
constitute companionship. Third, ha r ­ 
mony. 
T here can be no true and con­ 
tinuous companionship without ha r ­ 
mony. 
People may be (too often are) 
tied together by bonds difficult to sepa­ 
rate —people who do not think alik e, act 
alik e, feel alik e; between whom there 


1» no harmony, and the music of life 
becomes an unbearable discord. T here 
are some whose church ties are unpro­ 
ductive of joy, and gladness, and peace 
unspeak able. 
W e cannot walk with 
God if we are out of harmony with 
him—out of harmony with his nature, 
out of harmony with his purposes, out 
of harmony with his Kingdom. 
T he 
speak er concluded with a very prac­ 
tical application of the only way in 
which the harmony which once exist­ 
ed between God and his created intel­ 
ligences can be restored, ottering to 
the soul out of harmony with God 
“ Christ the propitiation for our sins,'’ 
and urging his acceptance.

Eason will preach from the J 
same pulpit tomorrow, both morning 
and evening.

The Presid ent signed on Tu esd ay the 
bill to remov e the d isabilities imposed 
by the third section of the fou rteenth 
amend ment. T hat section read s as fol­ 
lows: 
No perso n sha ll te a Sena to r o r Represent­ 
a tiv e in Co ng ress, o r Electo r o f President o r 
Vice-President, o r ho ld a ny o ffice, civ il o r 
milita ry , under the United Sta tes, o r under 


a n y sta te, who , ha v ing prev io usly ta ken a n 
o a th a s a member <>f Co ng ress o r a s a n o fficer 
o f the United Sta tes, o r a s a n o fficer o f a ny 
Sta te Leg isla ture,o r a s a n ex ecutiv e o r ju 
dtcla l o fficer o f a ny Sta te, to suppo rt the 
co nstitutio n o f the United Sta tes, sha ll ha v e 
eng a g ed in Insurrectio n o r rebellio n a g 'a inst 
the sa me, o r g iv en a id o r co mfo rt to the ene 
mies thereo f. 
But Co ng ress ma y , by a v o te 
o f two -thirds o f ea ch Ho use, remo v e such 
disa bilities. 
T he immed iate object say s the Chi 
ta go Tribu ne, of this prov ision, which 
took effect in lsb8 , and which affected 
abou t 18 ,000 persons in the Sou thern 
States, was to prev ent the retu rn to 
pu blic life of some of the lead ers of the 
rebellion u ntil Congress was satisfied 
that they might be permitted to d o so 
witnou t end angering the pu blic wel 
fare. 
The remov al of the d isabilities 
began, howev er at once. W ithin three 
y ears abou t 4,000 participants in the 
rebellion were restored by Congress to 
the fu ll priv ileges of citizenship. 
The 
majority in Congress was not illiberal, 
and 
whoev er 
asked 
in 
person 
or 
throu gh his friend s for a remov al of 
his d isq u alifications,got what he asked 
for. 
In 1*72 an amnesty bill was passed 
cov ering all persons ex cept Senators 
and Representativ es of the Thirty - 
six th and Thirty -sev enth Congresses, 
officers of the ju d icial, military , and 
nav al serv ice of the United States, 
head s of d epartments, and foreign Min 
isters of the Uu ited States. 
In 1874 a general amnesty bill pass­ 
ed the Hou se bu t failed in the Senate 
In 1 "7 5 a similar bill 
was introd u ced , 
bu t an amend ment ex cepting Jeff Dav is 
from its prov isions led to a bitter d e­ 
bate and the d efeat of the bill. 
The 
m atter was d ropped u ntil the 1 a-t Con­ 
gress reliev ed from 
d isabilities the 
sold iers of the rebellion who were West 
Point grad u ates, 
Bu t for that action 
neither General 
Lee 
nor 
General 
W heeler cou ld hav e been giv en a com­ 
mission in the army last month. 
The d isabilities of many of the per­ 
sons left ou t of amnesty law of 1-7 2 had 
been remov ed by special acts passed

In the cen­ 
ter of the menagerie is the pachy d erm - 
iu m, containing the greatest d isplay of 
big ar d little elephants ev er seen in a 
siDgle 
ex hibition. 
This 
re m a rk ab le 
d isplay contains twenty -fiv e of these 
sagaciou s and alway s interesting ani­ 
mals, ev ery one of v hich has been e d u ­ 
cate 1 to perform the most marv elou s 
featr of trained animal intelligence. 
In the general d isplay the child ren 
hav e not been forgotten. 
T he mockey 
pic-Lic is a featu re of nev er-end ing d e­ 
light for the little folks.

It is long been ev id ent to u s tha t the

; m etal w hich in appearance resem bles 
I brass. It does not wear so long as cop- 
! per, but it cost.-less. 
The conqiosition 
I m etal comes in sheets about 3 feet by 1 
u ; foot i inches. They are fastened on the 
-,s ship w ith nails of the same m aterial. 
Sometimes the sheathing is nailed d i­ 
rectly on to th« * hull of the ship. Some-

m i 
calking in the seams. 
When the ship has been placed in a 
tlrv dock or raised out of water on a 
floating dock, the old metal is stripped 
off, and if she is t«> hav e a felt sheath­ 
ing the bottom of the ship is first paint­ 
ed with a coat of pitch, and the sheets 
of felt an» laid upon that, and then the 
sheets of metal are nailed on ov er them.
